carboxylated acrylonitrile-butadiene rubber; smd 

10 to 60 wt parts of polyolefin based resin for 100 wt parts of said carboxylated 
acryloniti-ile-butadiene rubbe r: and 

a vulcanizing agent consisting of peroxides , 

wherein the polyolefm based resin is selected from the group consisting of carboxylic 
modified polyethylene and carboxylic modified polypropylene; and 

wherein the cEffboxylated acrylonitrile-butadiene rubber comprises a carboxyl group in an 
amount of 2 x 10^^ to 5 x 10"^ ephr.

65. (withdrawn): A seal device comprising the rubber composition of claim 8. 



66. (withdrawn): A linear motion device comprising a seal device which comprises 
the rubber composition of claim 8. 
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67. (new): A rubber material composition consisting essentially of: 
carboxylated acrylonitrile-butadiene rubber; 

10 to 60 wt parts of polyolefm based resin for 100 wt parts of said carboxylated 
acrylonitrile-butadiene rubber; 

a sulftir based vulcanizing agent selected from sulfiw and a sulfur compound able to 
generate sulfur; and 

a vulcanization accelerator selected from the group consisting of guanidine based, 
aldehyde-ammonia based, thiazole based, sulfonamide based, thiourea based, thiuram based, 
dithio-carbamate based and zantate based accelerators, 

wherein the polyolefin based resin is selected from the group consisting of carboxylic 
modified polyethylene and carboxylic modified polypropylene; and 

w^herein the carboxylated acrylonitrile-butadiene rubber comprises a carboxyl group in an 
amount of 2 x 10"^ to 5 x 10'^ ephr.
